“This I have learned from practi- 
cal experience, for I have been lend- 
ing money without interest for vears 
to poor immigrants, and only three 
times has my confidence been mis- 
placed. I have now loaned out to 
these poor people some $15,000. 
every dollar of which has been or 
will be repaid. Some borrowers are 
paying at the rate of $1 a month, 
others paying $20, according to their 
financial condition and the amount 
involved. 

“It has occurred to me that the 
Way to save people from the loan 
sharks is to establish a fund and

DOCTOR GOES TO PRISON. 

Tried to Dynamite a Woman and 

Her Babe in Santa Rosa and Must 

Serve ten Years.

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 26.—Dr. W. P. 
Burke, convicted of dynamiting and 
attempting to murder Miss Luetta 
smith and her infant babe in the 
Burke Sanatorium near Santa Rosa, 
must serve the ten-year sentence im- 
posed upon him in Sonoma county. 
The District Court of Appeals today af- 
firmed the judgment. 

Burke appealed on the ground that 
the evidence was insufficient. Associ- 
ate Justice Burnett said: 

“In a word, appellant was fairly 
tried and justly convicted. The record 
is unusually free from error, consider- 
ing the length of the trial and the 
vehemence of the contest and we are 
convinced that no appellate court 
would be justified in interfering with 
the judgment of the trial court. 

The crime for which Burke was 
convicted was committed on February 
6. 1910, in Burke's Sanatorium, five 
miles from Santa Rosa. Dynamite 
was attached to the walls of a house- 
tent in which Luetta Smith and her 
baby were living and ignited.

Saye It’s Bad Cooking. 


Fancy Dishes the Bane of

PASADENA, Jan. 27.-——Believing 
that much of the indigestion now 
prevalent is due to a lack of know!l- 
edge of cooking on the part of young 
housewives, the Pasadena Young 
Women's Christian Association has 
established a course in culimary art 
as one of the advantages it has to 
offer. Several classes have been or- 
ganized under the direction of Miss 
Clara Lambert, who has made a 
scientific study of the subject in east- 
ern laboratories. 

“We believe that the indigestion 
now 30 generally complained of is 
brought on becausé cooking of the 
present day runs so much to fads 
and fancy dishes and the kind of 
cooking which was once common has 
Almost become a lost art,“ said Miss 
Hettie Anderson, general secretary, 
last night. “In the desire for variety 
the basic principles of good cooking 
are often neglected. 

“There have been organized by the 
association both classes for unmar- 
ried women and classes for young 
married women. In the .former in- 
students will be better 
able to conduct homes, which they 
hope some day to have, and in the 
latter case, a better understanding 
ef the preparation of food for the 
table will be brought about. And 
then, while many. of those who are 
attending the classes can now cook 
well, they do not know’ the scien- 
tific principles of cooking, which, of 
course, it is well that they should 


“We expect, ultimately, to do all 
that is done at the pudlic schools in 
the way of teaching domestic science, 
and to go even farther. At present 
we afte only preparing food in small 
suentities. It is consumed by those 
who cook it.”

On Technical Errors. 


TAKE UNIONITE KILLING 
TJ THE SUPREME COURT. 


ISAGREEING on the technical 
issues of an appeal from a verdict 

of murder in the first degree, the 
Court of Appeals yesterday passed 
on to the Supreme Court the case of 
William J. O' Bryan, a striking union 
ironworker convicted of the cold- 
blooded and premeditated killing of 
John D. Avila, a free worker in the 
employ of the Liewellyn Iron Works. 
The slaying of Avila occurred 
under peculiarly revolting circum- 
stances at San Luis Obispo on the 
night of December 18, 1910. Avila 
was returning from work at the Tank 
farm, a Liewellyn job, when he was 
set upon near the Odd Fellows’ 
Cemetery by three armed _§ strikers 
There was a fight and Avila, no 
match for the thugs, took to his heels 
in an effort to sate his life. As he 
was running the leader of the trio 
whipped out a revolver and shot him 
in the back. Avila died of his wounds 
the next morning. 
Later O'Bryan, J. Anderson and D. 
F. Peterson were arrested, identified 
as Avila’s assailants and indicted for 
murder. A separate trial was de- 
manded and O'Bryan, accused of 


having used the pistol, was tried first. 
On June 1, 1911, the case went to 
the jury on such overwhelming evi- 
dence that the body returned a ver- 
dict of guilty in barely the time re- 
quired to affix their names to the 
charge. The man was promptly 
sentenced to San Quentin for life. 

e case was fought with the ut- 
most bitterness by imported unionite 
attorneys. George Appell of San 
Francisco, who defended Grow and 
Mars, convicted laborite strong-arm 
men, and who is an attorney of rec- 
ord in the cases against Olaf Tveit- 
moe and his associates, led for the 
defense. The customary alibi could 
not be made to stand in the face of 
the identifications but an effort was 
made to make it appear that O'Bryan 
only shot at Avila in oder to scare 
him. 

An appeal was taken on technical 
grounds having to do with the ad- 
mission of evidence in the trial court. 
Testimony was admitted to show 
that O'Bryan assaulted Rudolph Mo- 
lina, a friend of Avila, after the lat- 
ter had been shot down. It was con- 
tended that the court erred in allow- 
ing this to. be introduced on direct 
examination.

WRONG KIND OF BURGLARY 
COSTS A BANK A FORTUNE.

from burglery wherein the bur- 
giar uses only his hands to effect the 
larceny of valuables. The National 
Bank of Monrovia found that out 
yesterday and the discovery cost them 
exactly $19,500.68. That was the sum

The fact that tools were used on the 
exterior parts of the bank and vault 
does not, in the opinion of the Su- 
preme bench, make the policies effec- 
tive so long as they were not used 
on the actual container of the val- 
uables. 

All three of the burglars were given 
substantial terms in State's prison and 
are still there. A fourth man, named 
George Hatfield, was alleged ta have 
been connected with the job, but no

HUGE SUM READY 
FOR THE HARBOR 


Private Concern Will Spend 
Fortune on Improvement. 


Ask for Five H undred Acres 
for Docks and Building. 


To Revert to City When the 
Lease Shall Expire. 


The Pacific Wharf and Storage 
Company of this city fled an appli- 
cation at the United States Engi- 
neer’s office late yesterday afternoon 
for a lease of 500 acres of marshy 
land and shallow water near Dead- 
man’s Island, for the purpose of con- 
structing a bulkhead, wharves and in- 
dustrial warehouses to cost $2,500,000. 

By constructing a new bulkhead 
and sea Wall the company will be 
able to make twelve new slips 800 
feet long and 200 wide, with channel 
dockage added, giving in all dockage 
with thirty feet of water amounting 
to about 30,000 feet—nearly six 
miles. At the head of the channel 
inside the sea wall proposed, there 
will be a turning basin 1050 feet in 
diameter. The improvement is at 
the entrance of the harbor channel 
and close to the highway of the 
ecean., 

The application will be forwarded 
at once to the Secretary of War, ac- 
companied by a report from the 
United States Engineer in charge of 
—— government harbor work at San 

ro. 

The wharf and storage company 
owns seventy-five acres of reclaimed 
land adjoining the 500 acres applied 
for, upon which several hundred 
thousand dollars’ worth of improve- 
ments have been made the past year. 
The company expects to be able with- 
in ninety days to provide docking fa- 
cilities on the improved property for 
the largest ocean greyhounds. 

The shallow water area applied for 
is unfit for navigation, according to 
officers of the company, and if the 
application is granted it is the com- 
pany’s purpose to make the place 
available for the uses of commerce 
and navigation by connecting the 
shallow water with navigable waters 

It is the intention of te company 
to start the work of improving the 
land immediately by the building of a 
bulkhead 10,000 feet long, extending 
almost from Deadman's Island in a 
southeasterly direction to the inter- 
section of the shore line of the ocean 
at Terminal Island. When completed 
it will be one of the largest bulkheads 
in the world. 

“We feel confident that the govern- 
ment will take favorable action in the 
matter,” said Secretary J. C. Wick- 
ham, of the company, after he filed 
the application. “We are ready and 
anxious to get busy on the ‘project 
and improve the docking and harbor 
facilities at Port Los Angeles. No- 
body else has shown an inclination to 
do this work and we are willing to 
take it up and make costly improve- 
ments. The development of the har- 
bor has been held back and hampered 
for many years and we think it about 
time to get busy and reclaim this 
shallow water. 

“After our lease has expired, all of 
the land and improvements will revert 
to the city of Los Angeles. If the 
application is granted we intend to 
put $2,500,000 in new wharves, docks 
and warehouses. The reclaimed land 


will be used exclusively for industrias 


purposes.”

Seriously Injured in Hundred - Foot Drop. 


Howard Gill, whose aeroplane came down st dusk last night a mile south. 
west of the grand stand, crashed into a barbed-wire fence and t 
turtle. He sustained internal hurts, broken ribs and face lacerations. 


TTEMPTING to glide to earth in 
darkness from an altitude of 400 
feet, supposedly because of a de- 
fective engine, Howard Gill, winner 
of many aviation honors and holder 
of the American record for endurance 
in the air, landed on a barbed-wire 
fence a mile southwest of the grand 
stand at Dominguez field at 6 o'clock 
last night and narrowly escaped death 
when his aeroplane turned turtle. 
With his craft under perfect control 
Gill started to glide, but was unable 
to see the fence directly under him. 
His machine struck it and he fell 
from his seat. He was pinned under 
his radiator, which rested on the left 
side of his back. His engine was 
wrecked. 

No one saw the accident but two 
mechanicians, who happened to be 
near, hastened to him when they 
heard his motor suddenly stop bus 
ing as he started to glide. They re- 
moved him in an unconscious condi- 
tion from the debris, and one of them 
hurried for an automobile, 

Aviator Clifford Turpin hurried te 
the scene with his automobile and 
carried blankets and cushions to make 


the injured man as comfortable as 
possible. 


Dr. A. Holcomb of Compton Was 


summoned. He found three 


broken and a laceration on the face. 

Later the injured man was bro 
to the California Hospital in an 
mobile. Physicians there state he will 
be laid up for six weeks. 

While coming out of an anesthetia 
at the hospital Gill kept murmuring: 
“Corkscrew, corkscrew, warping 
er. motor worked all right, rudder 
jammed, spinned around.” 5 

Gill has been the victim of a series 
of minor accidents and delays since 
the meet opened. For two days ie 
waited for a new engine. He Was 
flying in a Burgess-Wright aeroplane 
with an old engine-when the accident 
occurred last night. He was waiting 
for a fly wheel to arrive from 
Francisco for his new engine. 

Gill took Mrs. J. F. Griswolé up for 
a ride yesterday when Griswold dared 
his wife to take a trip, and was came 
pelled to volplane 200 feet to the 
plowed field where the second accident 
happened when a cylinder blew out. 
While he returned to the center of thé 
field and enthusiastically watched the 
testing of the new Wright glider his 
mechanicians repaired his engine. 

Gill intended to try for the altitude 
record today. He is 27 years old and 
unmarried. His home is in Baltimore, 
He is a special friend of Warren Wood, 
and is popular with the birdmen.

Here 
also should be located a passenger 
possibly elevated 
sometime in the future, which will 
serve all of the sheds and quays on 
the fill 

“This is a very ambitious scheme. 
will cost a great deal of money and 
take a number of years at the best 
to complete, but I believe it is along 
right lines. It should be noted that 
it is proposed to improve 3000 feet 
of frontage as soon as possible, fol- 
low this by the improvement of 2600 
feet of additional frontage when 
needed, and then begin the permanent 
improvement at the outer end. It 
seems probable that 3000 feet of 
wharf frontage will suffice for all the 
shipping which will desire berths at 
a municipal wharf in the outer har- 
bor at the time the Panama Canal 
is opened, surely 5600 feet will be 
sufficient. 

“Future growth will depend upon 
the development of the country. Bear 
in mind, also, that not all of the in- 
crease in water-born traffic will 
come to the municipal wharves and 
leave the privately-owned ones with- 
out business. 

“I will suggest that the improve- 
ments already planned in the Mor- 
mon island basin at Wilmington be 
pushed to completion. This scheme 
contemplates dredging to thirty feet, 
now under way, the construction df a 
creosoted pile wharf 2600 feet long, 
the construction of sheds where 
needed, railroad tracks with connec- 
tions, the filling of the thirty-seven- 
acre tract owned by the city and a 
portion of Wilmington, and the con- 
struction of paved streets leading to 
the water front. Additional dredging 
a also be done in the Wilmington 


n. 

“In my opinion, further improve- 
ments in the inner harbor should be 
made in the immediate vicinity of 
the business portion of Wilmington, 
and these improvements should be be- 
gun as soon as the title to the tide 
lands is settled, sooner if possible, 
as funds are available. 

“I will recommend that all of the 
sheds, except those on the proposed 
quays at the south e of the Hunt- 
ington fill, be one stéry, stel frame 
structures on a solid foundation back 
of the wharves, roofed with iron or 
some fireproof, or fireproofed, ma- 
terial, with concrete or brick walls 
on the street side, and with con- 
crete or brick office buildings at each 
end. These buildings can be made 
architecturally pleasing. The shed 
floors must be raised about four feet 
above the streets and railroad tracks 
in the rear and should be paved with 
asphalt. The front, or water side, of 
the sheds should be constructed with 
continuous doors so that it can be 
thrown entirely open when in use. 


HOISTING DEVICES. 


“I will suggest that both the 
wharves and the one-story sheds be 
constructed on such plans as will ad- 
mit of the installation of dock cranes 
in the future when needed. I. pre- 
fer the type of electric crane used at 

mburg and Bremerhaven on the 
most modern docks. They are very 
efficient and load and unload a ves- 
sel quickly. Cranes may not be 
needed when the wharves are first 
opened because the traffic will prob- 
ably be light, but when it grows to 
a large amount they should, in my 
opinion, be installed, both on the in- 
ner and outer harbor w 

MUNICIPAL RAILROAD WORK. 

“All railroad work at the harbor 
should be planned as a portion of the 
water terminus of a municipally- 
owned railroad extending from the 
city to the harbor. ' 

“I take this opportunity to state 
my views and attitude regarding con- 
crete piles. One phase of concrete 
construction must not be lost sight 
ef. It is a well known fact, in chem- 
istry, also in practical experience, 
that sea water does, often, disinteg- 
rate hydraulic cement. This action 
can in a degree be overcome by the 
use of very dense concrete or possi- 
bly by the use of waterproofing com- 
pounds. However, the danger still 
remains that the concrete may dis- 
integrate with disastrous results. 
Fallure of concrete in sea water does 
not always occur quickly, sometimes 
not for a number of years. 

“Its use on an extensive scale in 
such small masses as piles, the whole 
circumference of which is exposed to 
the decomposing action of sea water, 
with the reinforcing rods covered by 
but a thin layer of concrete, is, in my 
opinion, hazardous, especially 80 
where the piles cannot be readily re- 
placed or renewed in case they do 
fail. For these reasons I have called 
attention to the possibility of the fail- 
ure of concrete piles and have recom- 
mended creosoted wood piles for the 
first work contemplated in the outer 
harbor, and for all of the work now 
planned for the inner harbor. In mak- 
ing these recommendations I was also 
influenced by financial considerations, 
and the necessity of completing 
wharves quickly. 

“I have performed my full duty in 
the matter, and the final choice of 
the type of construction rests with 
my superiors. I will plan and build 
to the best of my ability, no matter 
what the choice is. 

“Large concrete blocks, for perma- 
nent work, laid up in a wall, will, on 
account of their size alone, last very 
much longer than concrete piles, if 
decomposition does occur. I have in 
the past raised no objection to the 
use of large concrete blocks, cured in 
air, and have none to offer now. 1 
believe they are vastly more reliable 
than slender concrete piles.” 


BANKRUPTCY PETITIONS. 

A creditor's petition, signed by the 
California Planing Mill, the Hoffman, 
Marks Company and W. H. Jamison, 
has been filed in the United States 
District Court against the Los An- 
geles Building Company, asking that 
the corporation be declared bankrupt. 
It is alleged that the company owes 


the planing mill $928.05; Hoffman 
and Marks, $124.28 and Jamison 
$500, the tatter for legal services. 


A similar petition has been filed in 
the same court asking that 0. C. 
Bryant be declared a bankrupt. The 
creditors are Barker Brothers, $230; 
Clarke Brothers, $140; Los Angeles 
Furniture Company, $95, and W. J. 
Paiethorpe, $650, the last for legal 
services. 


CASE TRANSFERRED. 


The damage suit brought by Charles 
R. Morrison against the Santa Fe Rail- 
way has been transferred from the 
Superior Court of Orange county to 
the United States District Court. Mor- 
rison is suing for $15,700, alleged to be 
due on account of injuries received 
in a collision of his automobile and a 
train of the railway and damages to 
the machine.

Convention Here Strong for 
National Project. 
Hollywood Man to Go Over 
the Whole Route. 


Commission Must Settle the 
Hill-Valley Way. 


Vigorous and hearty co-operation 
in the construction of the proposed 
State highway, between Los Angeles 
and El Centro and its adoption as 
the western link of the great na- 
tional roadway. was the key-note of 
the closing sessions ef the convention 
in the directors room of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce., yesterday. 

The highway boosters voted to af- 
fillate with the * Ocean-to-Ocean 
Highway Association, organized a few 
weeks ago at Phoenix, and pledged 
moral 
project. $575 was subscribed to the 
national project, the indivdual mem- 
bers paying $1 each for a member- 
ship. Supervisor Pridham subscribed 
$50 for buttons and Dr. E. W. Reid 
subscribed $100 for this purpose in 
behalf of the Supervisors of San 
Bernardino county. Following is a 
list of subscriptions:

STRIKE VIOLENCE 
HURTS BUSINESS. 


Tucson Chamber Com plains 
to the Union Men. 


Warned to Let Independent 
Workers Alone. 


Maj. Hine in Office on the 
Espee of Mexico. 


[Special Correspondence of The Times.] 

TUCSON (Arts.) Jan. 24.—That a 
railroad strike is a bad thing for the 
business interests of this city, was made 
plain at che annual organization meet- 
ing of the directors of the Tucson 
Chamber of Commerce in a conference 
between the directors and Mayor I. E. 
Huffman. It would appear that the 
degree of police protection afforded 
the employed shop workers has been 
inadequate. The men therefore leave 
the shop grounds as little as possible. 
If they go unarmed they are liable to 
mistreatment and if they bear weapons 
they would promptly be arrested. As 
a result, instead of being of benefit to 
the city. the shops running with a full 
force of men, throw very little money 
into circulation locally. Practically 
all supplies are being beught in Los 
Angeles and few of the workers have 
brought their families. 

A special committee was appointed 


the dozen unionists believed chiefly re- 
sponsible that violence must cease and 
that the aew employees of the railroad 
company must be left unmolested. 
These leaders have been seen by Presi- 
dent John Mets of the Chamber of 
Commerce and members of th city ad- 
ministration and they have agreed to 
co-operate in preventing violence, at 
the same time disclaiming they or the 
unions had countenanced assaults. 
FOR CARRYING WEAPONS.

Both are non-union workmen in the 
shops and were arrested on complaint 
ef strikers. The defense was fur- 
nished by the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany and was conducted by Attorneys 
Frank Cox and F. M. Hartman. In 
print is a resolution passed at yester- 
day’s session of a Territorial Federated 
Trades Council in Phoenix vigorously 
denouncing the Tucson Citizen for 
publicity given by that paper to as- 
saults made upon independent work- | 
men.

Hine has 
a wide reputation as a railroad econo- 
mist and to him credit is given for the 
general reorganization of the manage- 
ment of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
system. 

Plans have been completed for the 
new El Paso and Southwestern d 
here. It is to cost $40,000 and to be 
located on the south side of Congress 
street, 500 feet from Main street. A 
short distance away will be built a 
$30,000 freight depot. The grounds 
are to be placed under the charge 
of an expert lan gardner and 
upon them will be expended $5000, 

A week ago the Hermosillo depot of 
the Sonora Railway was destroyed by 
fire. It has been found the walls were 
left in good condition and that only 
about $5000 will be needed to replace 
the structure. 


RETURN TO EARLY DAYS. 


A return to early days was made 
last week in Clifton, where an enter- 
prising saloon-keeper reestablished an 
old-time gambling hall, with roulette, 
faro, monte and other games.

These words constitute the central 
declaration of Simeon's song of praise. 
The whole scene is a most suggestive 
one in the light of the Old Testa-

scribed as “righteous and devout, 
looking for the consolation of Israel; 
and the Holy Spirit was upon him;” 
and Anna as one “which departed 
from the Temple, worshipping with 
fastings and supplications night and 
day.” Thus in the midst of the de- 
cadence of the national life and the 
widespread corruption of religion, 
here was a remnant, thus fulfilling 
the perpetual foretelling of the prop- 
hets that Jehovah would never be left 
without such a remnant. Undoubted- 
ly there were many more such living 
at the time, but these are seen gath- 
ered about the holy Child as repre- 
senting the rest. 

The arresting words of the Golden 
Text, or those which may help us in 
our consideration of the spiritual 
value of the lesson, are “Mine eyes 
have seen.” and we may concentrate 
our thought upon the teaching by 
inquiring what his eyes had seen; how 
it came to pass that he had seen 
what others saw not; and what re- 
eult was produced upon him by the 
vision. — 

Looking first then at the purely lo- 
cal fact, Simeon had seen a man, 4 
woman, and a child; and he had seen 
them fulfilling the law of Moses in 
two matters. The first was that of 
the redemption of the Boy, according 
to the instruction contained in the 
book of Numbers (xviii. 15.16). It 
will be remembered that the tribe of 
Levi was substituted for the firstborn 
in the families of Israel to serve in 
the priest's office, but the rite of the 
redemption of the firstborn as sacred- 
ly separate to the Lord was main- 
tained, and was now being observed 
in the case of Jesus. The other cere-

His was indeed a spiritual vision of 
the Christ in all its breadth, for he 
saw its light falling upon the Gentiles, 
and in that fact understood it as con- 
stituting the glory of Israel, 

And yet, as his subsequent words 
to Mary show, he saw much of the 
method through which that salvation 
would become victorious. The Child 
Was set for the falling and rising of 
many in Israel, an allusion to the 
teaching of Isaiah (viii. 14), and 
which marked Him as fulfilling the 
prediction that Jehovah would be a 
store of division. He moreover saw 
that the sign thus granted would be 
Fejected; and, seeing that he was ad- 
dressing Mary, he alluded to the Cross 
as to the effect it would produce on 
her, in the tender words, “A sword 
shall pierce through thine own soul;” 
and finally declared that the result 
of the mission should be the reveal- 
ing of the reasonings of hearts. 

This was a remarkable vision, and 
we are led to examine the story to 
7 how it came to Simeon; and the 
first thing that arrests us is that to 
which we. have already referred, the 
character of the man. He was right- 
eous, a word covering all the fact of 
his conduct toward his fellow men. 
He was devout, a word describing the 
secret of his righteousness, as it re- 
vealed his attitude toward God. And 
finally, he was looking for the con- 
solation of Israel, a declaration show- 
ing his sense of failure and his con- 
fidence in God. To such a man the 


‘| Holy Spirit was able to reveal the 


truth concerning the Babe. 

The first and last value of the song 
is its revelation of the result which 
the vision produced upon him. 
words may be thus translated. “Now 
dost Thou dismiss Thy slave, O Mas- 
ter, according to Thy declaration—in 
peace;"’ his description of himself as 
a bond slave being a revelation of 
his attitude to God, and the use of 
the word despotes“ emphasizing that 
revelation, There can be no ques- 
tion that Simeon was thinking of his 
departure from the world, but in the 
vision of the Child he found already 
the triumph over death, for in that- 
vision he was discharged from faith 
to sight, from hope to realization, 
from waiting to possession; or inclu- 
sively, from all strain to peace. 

There is a sense in which this is 
the spiritual realization of all men 
when they first really see the Lord. 
It is the hour of perfect emancipation, 
because it is the hour of absolute as- 
surance. Of course there are senses 
in which, during all the period of our 
disciplinary probation, faith and hope, 
and waiting and strain are our por- 
tion, and the ultimate realization of 
the fullest values of this great song 
of Simeon which has been  incor- 
porated in the actual hymns of the 
Church for at least fifteen hundred 
years, comes in the hour of death, or 
will come in the hour of the second 
advent. 


CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR.

The biggest things are not neces- 
sarily the greatest. That which 
makes most nolse does not always 
wield influence. While 
Christian Endeavor has magnitude, 
and has not done its work in a cor- 
ner, yet in the process of exerting its 
greatest power it may be considered 
one of the silent forces, unnoted of 
the world at large. Its committee 
work is purely an affair of a local so- 
ciety or a small neighborhood; its 
weekly gatherings of a comparatively 
few young persons.

HE LOS ANGELES TIMES ILLUSTRATED 

WEEKLY has been busy for some weeks calling 
attention to the approaching opening of the Panama 
Canal and the effects of that unparalleled achievement 
on the commerce of the world. The view held by this 
journal is that the Pacific Coast from Panama to San 
Francisco will be particularly affected by the opening 
of the canal. 

We have before us corroborative evidence to sustain 
this view. The general manager of the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company is now at the East, having car- 
ried there plans with him for four new steamers to be 
built for the company he represents for service upon 
the opening of the canal. These ships are to be 680 
feet in length, with a seventy-five-foot beam, capable of 
carrying nearly 1000 passengers and 17,000 tons of 
freight each. The company proposes to put into these 
steamers $1,500,000. The excessive beam width is for 
the purpose of reducing the draught, which will be of 
thirty feet. Of course the speed will not be great, and 
yet will not be slow, for they will be capable of mak- 
ing seventeen knots an hour. They are to burn oil, 
thus making a broader market for our California prod- 
uct. 

They are calculated to make the journey between 
New York and San Francisco in seventeen days. This 
is a good deal of improvement upon me old side 
wheelers of forty to fifty years ago, which required 
eight days from New York to Aspinwall, a whole day 


to cross the isthmus, and fourteen days from Panama to 


San Francisco.

N THESE most modern of all modern days 

there is a disposition to throw the advice of 
good old Davy Crockett, like physic, to the dogs. 
So much the worse for the modern days. Progress 
is a fine thing, provided it does not go, like a 
crab, backward. The hero of the Alamo first sat 
down and carefully considered what goal he 
wished to reach, and then by diligent inquiry he 
learned which way the path lay by following 
which he might get there.

It has entered into the marrow of our bones 
that the cost of living is higher than it ought to 
be, that the advance of prices on the necessities 
of life has been at a more rapid pace than in the 
means of earning a livelihood. This is probably 
true in a way, but only in a way. Another con- 
viction that has taken up a permanent abode in 
the back of the cranium of most of us is that at 
the bottom of this unequal advance in the cost of 
1 and the ease of earning the living lie two 
inſſuenges. The tariff and the trusts, twin evils 
in the minds of some of us, are these influences. 
Now we would not say that these conceptions 
are radically and totally false, but it does seem 
to us as if too much stress was being laid on each 


of them yoked together. 

Toa many of us here in the far Southwest 
there often comes the thought that the dis- 
crepancy between the advance in the cost of the 
necessities of life and the rates of wages is not so 
wide as made out by some of those in the discus- 
sion. The divergence in these two advances is al- 
leged to have taken place mostly within the last 
thirty years. Now there are a great many of us 
here in this Great Southwest, as sensuous thirty 
years ago as in this latest year of grace, who re- 
member when it was possible to go into the open 
markets in any village all through Southern Cali- 
fornia and hire farm laborers any time of the year 
for any kind of farm work at about gli à day. The 
employer who under stress of getting work done 
advanced the rate to $1.25 was not merely likely 
but sure to hear of his wrong-doing from many

From Our Own Correspondent. 


ASHINGTON (D. C.) — 1 want to tell you of 
W Uncle Sam's work in the Philippine Islands. We 

have had possession of them for over twelve 
years, and it is high time we were taking account of 
stock and knowing what has been done. They are, as 
you know, under the War Department, and the bureau 
of insular affairs is in constant communication with 
them by traveling officials and by letters and cable- 
grams, so that the exact situation can be at any time 
known. I have spent this week talking with Gen. Clar- 
ence Edwards, the head of that bureau, and in looking 
over the reports which have recently come. I have also 
seen many of the officers who are just back from there, 
and as a result can give you up-to-date news.

Yes, we got that and more! We got one of the 
biggest civilizing jobs of all times.

Uncle Sam Controls the Machinery. 


This has been done with our national government at 
the back as adviser and director. Uncle Sam still con- 
trols the machinery, and he will continue to do so not- 
withstanding the cry of the Filipino agitators for inde- 
pendence. President Taft, Gen. Edwards and our other 
officials who know the Philippines best realize that to 
allow a free hand in the present condition would result 
in anarchy and chaos, It will be long before the islands 
can be absolutely free, and their future seems to be 
bound up with ours. 

Nevertheless the whole country has been politically 
reorganized. The archipelago has been divided into 
thirty-eight provinces. Seven of these are inhabited by 
the Moros and the non-Christian tribes, and in these 
there are governors appointed by the Governor-general 
at Manila, who is at the head of the Philippine com- 
mission. The other thirty-one provinces practically gov- 
ern themselves. Each province chooses its own officials. 
It has a governor, secretary, a prosecuting attorney and 
other officers elected by the people, and consequently 
natives. Each has also a treasurer appointed by the 
governor-general, and this last an American of known

The Health of a Nation. 


A great deal of Uncle Sams work has had to do 
with the health of the Philippines. The islands are 
being cleaned up and the cities worked over. Manila 
has new sewers, which cost about $2,000,000, and it 
has a water supply brought in from the head waters 
of the Mariguina River which are held back by a dam 
sixty feet high. The reservoir there contains hundreds

and otherwhere. The canals have been dredged and 
the moats filled up, and parks have taken their places. 
New hospitals have been built, and this is so in most 
of the cities, not only for the Christians, but for the 
wild men as well. We have doctors connected with 
the leading tribes, and the savages, instead of making 
sacrifices to pacify the spirits of disease, are now 
coming in for castor oil, liver pills and surgical treat- 
ment. 

A Campaign of Health Education, 


A campaign of health instruction has been under- 
taken, and doctors are going about with lantern slide 
lectures showing the dangers of disease and how to 
prevent it. Hygiene Is taught in the public schools. 
There are training schools for nurses, and a hospital 
for the insane, which now has 500 inmates. 

There has been a great fight against cholera, and 
the rats have been slaughtered to wipe out the bubonic 
plague. The bone piles of the cemeteries have been 


taken away and the dead are now buried according o 


law. 

The islands have an anti-tuberculosis society, which 
is waging a war against consumption. This institution 
has the aid of the government and it will establish 
tuberculosis camps and will teach the people how to 
take care of such patients. The bureau of agriculture 
on the islands proposes to kill all animals which have 


tuberculosis, and a quarantine has been instituted |, 


against the importation of diseased cattle from Aus- 
tralia, 

A great deal has been said about the health of 
Americans in the Philippines. Uncle Sam is keeping 
track of that matter and the death rate is now less 
than six to the thousand, which is not one-half as high 
as that of our best American cities. 3 


The Leper Colony. 


In connection with health I must tell you what 
they are doing with the lepers. There are now two 
or three thousands of them in the islands, and the 
most of these have been gathered into a colony situ- 
ated at Culion. This is a little island, which is beauti- 
ful, healthy and fertile. The colony governs itself, 
electing its own officers and making its own munic- 
{pal laws. It has a president, a council, and a police 
all of them are lepers.

THIS IS THE NAME OF A RARE ANIMAL 
CAPTURED IN OREGON. 


From a Special Correspondent. 
KLAMATH FALLS (Or.) January, 1912.—J. G. Swan, 
Superintendent of Schools of Klamath county, Oregon, 
has succeeded in capturing a specimen of the Haplo- 
don Rufus, the only species of sewellel or mountain 
beaver in captivity. This terrestrial rodent is never 
found farther east than the Gold Range in British Co- 
lumbia, the Cascades of Oregon and Washington and 
the Siskiyous of Northern California. It seems indige- 
nous to this long range and the mountains between it 
and the Pacific Ocean. . 
While a relative of the ordinary beaver, whence it

gets its name of mountain beaver, the sewellel is very 
dissimilar. It has scarcely any tail, in marked con- 


cousin. It is only a foot long, while the big beaver is 
two feet. It is plump with a broad head and short 
limbs, and is grayish brown. 


The sewellel lives near the source of springs, and, 


| burrowing, taps these springs so that the water flows 


through the domicile. It lives in colonies and sub- 
sists on roots and herbs.

The sewellel has very good fur, an inferior quality 
of mink often being dyed and sold for mountain 
beaver, COLIN V. DYMENT. .

A few months will roll 
by, and the Security will absorb the Southern Trust 
Company. with deposits of $7,000,938. The ab- 
sorber already has deposits of nearly $33,000,000, and 
total resources of nearly $35,000,000. It paid divi- 
dends last year to its stockholders at the rate of 16 per 
cent. and put away in its undivided profits probably a 
sum equal to the dividend payment. When the con- 
solidation shall have been completed, the deposits of 
the Security Savings Bank will run in round numbers 
to about $40,000,000. Its capitalization will be $2,000,- 
000, and it will have close to 80,000 depositors on its 
books. The stock of the bank now sells at $400 a 
share. The effect of the consolidation is probably re- 
flected in this price being paid for the stock. 

Mr. Sartori is known all over the United States as 
one of the best bankers in the country. He is famous 
in one way as the author of a banking law passed by 
the Legislature of California a couple of years ago, and 
again in a recent assembly of bankers of the United 
States, held at San Antonio, Tex. the Los Angeles 
financier made a deep impression upon the assembled 
bankers of the country.

The illiterate Roman used the double negative just as 
it is used today. ‘You ought not to do a good turn to 
nobody’ (neminem nihil boni facere oportet.)

Charles Dickens. 

The seventh of February will be the centennial anni- 
versary of the birth of Charles Dickens. No writer has 
ever more nearly gripped the heart of man than has 
Dickens, and no writer is more read and reread. When 
you can read a book several times you know that it 
must be “worth while.” ° 

Especially to an Englishman, who has passed middle 
age, and remembers as a boy the vanishing country 
inns and stage coaches, do Dickens's works appeal. 
Perusing his stories, you may see vividly with the 
mind’s eye the cosy tap room of the village inn, feel 
the glow of the “sea-coal” fire, and smell the aroma of 
the steaming meal. 

Dickens was more than a mere jester. He accom- 
plished reforms. Indeed, it was for the purpose of at- 
tacking evils that most of his novels were written. 
Thus, he succeeded in abolishing, or greatly modify- 
ing the maltreatment of boys in cheap boarding 
schools, of imprisonment for debt, of interminable de- 
lays in legal trials, and some other bad things. 

Dickens is not, as a rule, popular with women, be- 
cause he does not make his stories center around an 
outburst of sexual passion, called by the novelist 
“love.” The prohibitionists also iook askance at him. 
Could you possibly imagine a gathering of Dickens's 
characters without the inevitable steaming bow! of 
punch, or hot toddy? The meals he describes are cer- 
tainly far from hygienic. 

Millions of human days and evenings have been 
cheered and brightened by a perusal of the books of 
Charles Dickens. : 


A Peculiar 
Richard Teller Crane of Chicago—known as the “Iron- 
master”—who died recently while on his way to make 
his annual winter visit to Southern California, was a 
man of a peculiar prejudice. A self-taught man, be- 


ginning a mechanic, he entertained an intense aver- 
sion to leges, college professors, and college gradu- 
ates. Not long ago he went so far as to hire detectives 
to watch students at eastern universities, and published 
reports endeavoring to show that a low standard of life 
prevailed in those establishments. 

It is true that throughout the United States may be 
found college graduates serving as waiters and street 
car conductors, and in other employments that do not 
require a college education. It is true that many ot 
our modern college methods are open to serious critt- 
cism. It is true that some of the outgivings of college 
professors lead one to question whether they are either 
sane or serious. Yet these facts do not justfy one in 
going so far as to object altogether to the college idea. 
One might as reasonably object to political government, 
because many politicians make fools of themselves. 

Otherwise, Mr. Crane and his wife have been good, 
charitable people. There is now in Vienna, with her 
mother, a Los Angeles girl, who is completing a musical 
education at the expense of Mrs. Crane. 


Poisoning the Blood of the People. 

A Washington dispatch announces that typhoid in- 
oculation is to be introduced by official order among 
the field force of the Department of Agriculture. This 
is an example of the sort of thing we might expect 
should that National Bureau of Health be established. 

If they keep on injecting into the blood of the people 
filthy animal virus for an ever increasing number of 
diseases, the race will soon become rotten. Already 
warnings are heard from eminent physicians that the 
awful increase of such diseases as cancer and tubercu- 
losis is largely due to this practice, which has now 
been in force for half a century, although only recently 
they have begun to use it for other diseases than 
smallpox. 


What Next? 

HE FOLLOWING press dispatch from Seattle was 

recently published: 

“Dr. Herbert E. Coe of Seattle, an agent of the 
State Board of Health, will sail for China next Tues- 
day to study the nature and source of diseases which 
prevail in that country and which may be brought to 
America. | 

“Seattle is under heavy expense to keep the bubonic 
plague out of the city, and for years has paid a bounty 
of 10 cents each on dead rats, but there are worse 
diseases than the plague in China. 

“Dr. Coe plans to trace silks, teas, spices, hides and 
other imports from points of origin to the shipping 
ports, and to find out through what infected districts 
they pass and how they are handled. | : 

“Modern science has traced forty-two great Buro- | 
pean epidemics to the Orient, including the black death, 
smallpox, diphtheria, ..siatic cholera. and bubonic 
plague. Other strange diseases exist there unknown 
to occidental scientists. They are in the main intes- 
tinal germ contagions. As the Chinese drink only 
tea, which insures sterilized water, they are protected 
from these diseases.” 

By the time we have killed off all the rats, and fleas, 
and flies, and squirrels, and a few other living things, 
and stopped importation of all goods from countries 
where people are filthy and breed plague and other 
diseases, we shall perhaps be ready to see what the 
political doctors 1 next provide for our protection 
against “bugs.” |

Interestng Facts About the Work ＋* an 


Im portant Organ. 
OLLOWING is part of an interesting and instruc- 
tive lecture delivered at the Battle Creek Sanato- 
rium by Dr. M. A. Mortensen of the sanatorium staff, 
and reported in the Battle Creek Idea. Conclusion 
will follow: 

“I will speak to you about digestion with special 
reference to conditions in the stomach; and it is first 
necessary for us to know something about the stom- 
ach, what it is supposed to do, and how it does it; and 
then we will talk about the things that cause disturb- 
ance of digestion in the stomach, and get to the point 
where we can discuss measures for remedying these 
troubles. The stomach is a receptacle for the reten- 
tioh of food. Food is not entirely digested in the 


stomach. There is only one element of food that is 


digested there, but it is a receptacle that receives the 
food and prepares it for further digestion in the in- 
testines. As to the size of the stomach, we sometimes 
see people at the table who seem to have no lack of 
capacity; but the normal stomach will hold about 
one quart and a half at one filling. That has been 


tested by filling the stomach with fluid and using the 


X-ray to see when the stomach is fully dilated; or 
measuring the food that is to be taken into an empty 
stomach. The stomach of a large individual, of course, 
will hold re, and of a person of below average size 
will hold slightly less. | 

“The stomach lies in what we call the epigastrum; 
just below the end of the breastbone in the average 
individual; and the lower border of the stomach nor- 
mally is about on a level with the umbilicus. 

“The walls of the stomach are so constructed that 
they perform a work aside from simply confining the 
food within a certain space. There are three layers of 
muscles in the stomach walls, and the muscle fibers go 
in different directions, so that when they contract, they 
give what we call a wave-like motion to the walls of 


the stomach, and in that way it can force the food on 


through the outlet of the stomach into the intestine. 
In addiion to the muscular layers, there is a peritoneal 
membrane covering the outside and a mucous mem- 
brane forming the interior lining of the stomach. 
And in this mucous membrane are the glands of the 
stomach for the production of the gastric juice that is 
so important in the digestion of the food. 

“We divide the stomach into two parts. We speak 
of the fundus, or the upper part of the stomach, that 
lies directly below the diaphragm, and the pyloric enu, 


that is the outlet of the stomach. 


“At the outlet of the stomach is a peculiar muscular 
ring, a sphincter muscle, that works intermittently and 
allows food to pass out of the stomach after it has 
reached the proper state of solution; and this muscu- 
lar ring is often the seat of trouble in diseases of the 
stomach. 

“Aside from being an organ for the reception and 
retention of, food, it also digests albumin. We find 
that carbohydrates, that is, starches and sugars, are 
digested in the stomach to a certain extent, but the 


starch digestion in the stomach depends upon how well 


we have masticated our food and mixed it with the sa- 
liva, and upon the power of the saliva to digest the 
starch. 

“As soon as the stomach contents become acid in

of hydrochloric acid, we often give hydrochloric acid. 


Sometimes we give pepsin also; but it is very rare 
that the secretion of pepsin is stopped entirely. In 
addition to hydrochloric acid and pepsin, the stomach 
secretes renin. The purpose of renin is to coagulate 
the casein of milk, or rather, change it to what we 


Call the fresh cheese state. Renin is practically al 


ways present in the gastric juice. 
“A matter of interest here is the different degrees 
of stomach acidity. It varies from a state where there 


is absolutely no acid in the stomach that is produced 


by the mucous membrane, to a condition where we find 
a deficiency of acidity in the gastric juice, and the 
next state is where there is too much acid; and then 
we have a fourth state in which we not only have too 
ous.

stomach, the stomach begins to secrete gastric juice, 
and when it reaches a state where digestion is prac- 
tically complete, the stomach stops secreting gastric 
juice; and the stomach walls rest unfil the next meal; 
and that is the way it should be. But in a state of 
hypersecretion, the stomach continues to secrete gas- 
tric juice even after there is no food there, and this 
condition is irritating to the stomach, and very dis 
tressing to the patient. I have had patients from 
whose stomachs in the morning, after having had 
nothing to eat since the day before, I have been able 
to take out as much as two or three glasses of gastric 
juice with absolutely no food in it. 

“When the food moves out of the stomach in a semi- 
fluid state, we call it chyme, and it passes into the 
intestine. Normally all food should pass out of the 
stomach in the course of four or five hours. Of course, 
that will depend on how large the meal and what the 
character of it has been; and the condition in which 
the food enters the stomach plays a very important 
part in determining how soon the stomach will empty 
itself. 

“With the normal stomach, if a person eats rapidly. 
swallows food that is not broken up, not masticated, 
the passage of that food out of the stomach will be re 
tarded. That is a very important principle to deal 
with in the management of gastric disorders, and one 
which immediately brings up the question of mastica- 
tion, showing that thorough mastication of the food is 
of extreme importance with reference to the motility 
of the stomach, or the power of the stomach to get 
rid of the food. And it also is of extreme importance, 
in dealing with the stomach, as to whether the walls 
of the stomach are kept up to their usual normal tone 
or not; and consequently when a person’s stomach is 
poor in motility and muscular power, such an individ- 
ual must be more than usually careful to masticate 
the food thoroughly, and to swallow nothing that is 
not in a finely divided state. 

“It has been found that a person with low stomach 
motility, lying on the left side after a meal, and thus 
depending on the power of the stomach to force the 
food out, requires from two to three hours longer than 


can assist in emptying’ the stomach. The normal in- 
dividual does not need to pay much attention to that, 
because the muscle walls of the stomach will force the 
food out. Muscular activity of the body will increase 
the motility of the stomach. A person who remains 
absolutely quiet after meals lessens the stomach mo- 
tility, and consequently a little moderate exercise soon 
after eating will often help very materially in empty- 
ing the stomach. 

“In my two or three trips to Europe, I have often had 
this question asked me by doctors: Why do so many 
Americans complain of gastric disorders?’ I think the 
principal reason is that we have too much to eat and 
eat too tempting food. Among the masses of laboring 
people in Europe you will find that they do not fare 


take more time at their meals. You do not see so 
much of running into a restaurant and snatching a 
bite, or. getting a full meal in five minutes. In Europe, 
at lunch they will take a few simple things to eat, 
then wait until they have leisure to sit down and eat 
their meal properly. Of course, I do not say that no- 
body suffers with gastric disorders in Europe, but they 
are certainly not as common as they are in this coun- 


“Three forms of stomach diseases are ‘most com- 
mon. Acute gastritis is most common among chil- 
dren, and also quite common among grown people. 
Chronic gastritis, or chronic catarrh of the stomach, is 
the great American disease, and is especially common 
among grown people. The next we may mention is, 
ulcer of the stomach, not so frequent as either of the

He published the same statement in his 
work on “Practice,” and deplored the use of beef tea 
in typhoid and other fevers. He stated that hundreds 
of people had been starved to death on a diet of beef 
tea. He might have added with equal accuracy that 
thousands of people had been poisoned with beef tea. 
Dr. Atfield, an eminent chemist, declared that if he 
were deprived of the use of his nose he would be en- 
tirely unable to determine by any chemical process 
between home-made beef tea and urine. That is, urine 
and beef tea are identical except for the difference in 
odor. 

There is a physiologic reason for the identity of urine 
and beef tea. Urine is an extract of the tissues. The 
blood washes the uric acid and other poisons out of the 
tissues. Then the blood is filtered by the kidneys, 
and the poisons separated in the form of urine. Uric 
acid and other waste matters that give the form of urine 
are always present in quantity in the flesh of animals. 
After death they are present in larger amount than in 
the flesh of a living animal. This is due to the fact 
that in life the tissues are being continually washed by 
the blood, so that the waste matters do not accumulate; 
but after the death of an animal the blood continues 
to cireviate, while the tissues remain alive for a con- 
siderable time, sometimes for several hours, so that the 
formation of uric acid and other waste matters con- 
tinues for a long time after the removal of these 
poisonous substances by the blood has ceased. As & 
matter of fact, every animal dies of poisoning. Death 
of the muscle and other tissues does not occur until 
after the tissue poisons, being no longer washed away 
by the blood, have accumulated to the extent of a 
fatal dose, so that the tissues are killed by them. This 
is tissue death, the final consummation of the death 
of the animal.—[{Good Health.

Olive Oil. 
larity of late years, consequently olive orchards are 
looking up in value, after having been “in the dumps” 
for a number of years. It will take the Americans some 
time to become educated to the use of these valuable 


food products, but when they do become educated the 
olive groves of California now planted will be but a 


People must first be educated to like and appreciate 
pure olive oil. Most Americans only know the heavy 
“salad oil,” composed largely of cottonseed. Pure 
olive oil has a distinct flavor of its own, somewhat re- 
sembling castor oil. It is a flavor for which the taste 
must be acquired. After it is acquired no coarser oil 
will satisfy. 3 

Until recently the editor of the department has been 
forced to acknowledge that while he always prefers to 
patronize home industries, he had so far never been 
able to find a California olive oll quite equal to Italian 
oil, purchased at 50 cents a gallon less. This is un- 
doubtedly because, as in the case of wine making, the 
greatest care is taken by Europeans in carefully select- 
ing only sound, ripe fruit, while here in too many cases 
all kinds of refuse—to which there are a few praise 
worthy exceptions—stalks, leaves, half-rotten olives 
and dirt—are dumped into the presses. Again, in Italy 
the first pressing, which yields the virgin oil—the “huile 
vierge’”—is made by simply putting the fully ripe olives 
into a wooden vat, perhaps ten feet in height, and per- 
mitting the pressure of their own weight to gradually 
squeeze out a little oll. After this gradually-increased 
pressure is applied for the lower grades. 
The editor recently received from Dr. Carl Schultz 
of the Naturopathic Sanatorium a bottle of olive oil 
different from anything he had previously seen. It is a 
thin, gray-green in color, and to look at might be taken 


made by a man named Meigs of Santa Barbara, who is 
an enthusiast on the subject of olive-oil making. He 
does not use tin cans, claiming that the oil deteriorates 
in tin, which one may readily believe. He asserts that 
an olive-oil man who owns his own orchard, and sells 
the oil for double the price charged by importers, loses 
money, or at the most, only comes out even, while man- 
ufacturers can sell adulterated oil for half the price, and 
becomé rich. Therefore, they are practically driven to 
aduiterate with cottonseed oil. He quotes a statement 
said to have been made by the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, that by chemical analysis cottonseed oil cannot 
be detected in olive oil, 

This explains why pure olive oll is expensive. For in- 
stance, the oi] referred to costs Dr. Schultz, laid down 
in Los Angeles, $1.40 a bottle. He gets it for the benefit 
of his patients in the sanatorium, and when he sells any, 
does so at a nominal profit. :

Probably no other profound and abstruse subject has 
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ducted by Prof. Tait. are described in Popular Mechan- 
ics. He generated rings of ammonium chieride, a gas, 
by means of an ingenious arrangement that allowed 
considerable control of the size and velocity of the 
rings. It was found that the rings possessed the fol- 
lowing characteristics: They moved in a line at right 
angles to the plane of the ring and each carried with 
it the same material with which it issued from the 
generator. 

When projected slantingly against some solid object, 
or even other rings, they were thrown into violent 
vibrations, just as though they were of rubber. If one 
ring overtook another, the more slowly moving ring 
would accommodatingly open up and allow the second 
ring to pass through it. Then the slow ring would ac- 
quire more speed and in its turn pass through the ring 
ahead.

The simplest kelps are leaflike in form, but are much 
larger than the leaves of ordinary plants. In the 
Puget Sound region the kelps vary in length from less 
than two feet in the case of the treelike sea palm to 
The leaflike 
forms vary in length from a little less than three feet 
to ten or twelve feet. Experts from the Department 
estimated many kelp in the vicinity of Friday Harbor 
during the summer of 1908 and 1910, and in various 
parts of Puget Sound in 1911, by pacing them. In no 
case was one found exceeding seventy feet, while 
average specimens were found to be from forty to fifty 
feet. Macrocystis—a variety of kelp—is commonly 
said to produce the longest stems known in the plant 
Kingdom, measurements of 1000 feet having been re 
ported. The longest specimen of this plant, however, 
measured the past summer was forty feet. 

All kelps are attached to some solid object, such as 
rock, stones, shells, piling, and logs, by means of some 
kind of holdfast. In some cases this holdfast is a mere 
disk. In others the holdfast is much larger and much 
branched. Many of the kelps are attached to the solid 
rock of the shore. Kelps growing in deeper water are 
commonly attached to some stones or to old shells. 
Bull kelps are usually attached to heavier stones or 
large pieces of rock. Kelps are not found on muddy or 
sandy bottom unless there are firm objects there to 
which they can attach themselves.

OHN BURROUGHS is reported to have declared 

that. he preferred the song of the California thrasher 
to the notes of our mocking bird, chiefly because 
the thocker’s song is made up of the borrowed or stolen 
notes of the other birds. Praise from John Burroughs 
is about as high a tribute as any bird could receive, for 
the veteran and well-beloved naturalist has an ear that 
is tuned to the fine note of many an American songster. 
While an extended acquaintance would probably only 
serve to increase his admiration for our thrasher, he 
would, no doubt, discover that it, too, weaves into its 
most cheery, rollicking song the note of many a feath- 


ered neighbor. 


I remember very distinctly a Christmas day some 
years ago when I was journeying up the frequently 
narrow Topanga Canyon road, behind a team driven 
by “French Pete, a famous character of former Santa 
Monica days. As we drew near the top of the grade we 
frequently stopped, each declaring that some one shead 
was whistling a down-grade warning, yet no approach 
ing team appeared. Finally, as we rounded the last 
turn, there sat our teamster, a brown thrasher, perched 
in the top of a mountain lilac and joyfully pouring forth 
his Christmas carol, with the. far-carrying whistle 
thrown in at intervals. : 

Not only is the thrasher plentiful in Elysian Park, 
but it is extremely numerous in Griffith Park, the Eagle 
Rock foothills, and, in fact, throughout all the adjacent 
hills. The Topanga country is alive with the brown 
songster. 

There are several characteristics that make the bird 
easy to recognize. It has a very long curved beak, its 
length even exceeding that of the head; the tail 
is long. In its general color the bird is a dull-grayish 
brown. A close examination will reveal a 
tawny tinge on the under part of the body: It is about 
the size of a robin but more slender, the long beak and 
tail adding to the appearance of slenderness as com- 
pared to the rather plump body of the robin. 

The only bird that might, py the beginner, be mis- 
taken for the thrasher is the towhee. This latter bird 
is, however, smaller than the thrasher, and has the 
short, pointed beak of the sparrow tribe. 

The thrasher does not care for tall trees, preferring 
the underbrush and shrubs. It is very frequently seen 
on the ground, where it runs with great speed. Miners

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Our Alpine Flora. 
A LIST OF THESE PLANTS FOUND IN 
SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 


By Ernest Braunton. 

" HE plants found growing on isolated mountain 
T 120» are aiways interesting and gardens are often 
constructed expressly for the growing of this class 

of plants. By reason of the richness of the flora of the 
European Alps, this class of plants has come to be 
known as Alpine plants and from this the term “Alpine 
gardens.” In his “Botanical Survey of San Jacinto 
Mountains,” Dr. H. M. Hall states he found just seven- 
teen species of plants growing there, ranging from 
lowly ground covers to fairly tall pines. All of these 
plants belong to families represented in Southern Call- 
fornia parks and gardens and are here given (as the 
list is short) to show how hardy some classes of plants 
are. This list contains the names of those species on 
the upper one hundred feet, the extrenfe height of the 
peak being 10,805 feet. But two pines reach the top, 
Pinus flexilis, the Limber Pine, and P. Murrayana, the 
Lodge-pole Pine, and neither of these is found below 
8000 feet altitude. There are two wild currants or 
gooseberries. Ribes cereum and R. lacustre molle, and 
these have the same range as the pines. Of the baker's 
dozen of species left there is but one of each genera, 
so that limited as are the species in number, they rep- 
‘Tesent a great variety of plant life. As this list is 
rather a technical one and the lay reader not heavily 
interested, it is here given without comment, merely 
listing the botanical and the popular name. Those in- 
terested to study the subject further are referred to 
the splendid descriptions, range, peculiarities of growth, 
etc., contained in the work mentioned. There are one 
each of the following plants: Buttercup (Ranunculus 
Eschscholtzii), Mint (Monardella odorotissima), Colum- 
- bine (Aquilegia truncata), Spirea (Holodiscus discolor 
dumosa), Brome-grass (Trisetum subspicatum), Chest- 
aut or Chinquapin (castanopsis chrysophylla), Sedge 
(Carex Preslii), Sorrel (Oxyria digyna), Catchfly (Silene 
Parishii), Lousewort (Pedicularis semibarbata), Alum- 
root (Heuchera rubescefis), Partulaca (Spraquea um- 
bellata), and a Crucifer (Draba ta). Several of 
these species occur in the mountains but a few miles

The discovery of the X-ray was so simple and 
obvious that any clever student in a physical labora- 
tory might have made it. Mere chance led Professor

e., a vacuum bulb of glass, through which a current 
of electricity was passed, producing the peculiar glow 
known as fluorescernce—was suspended over a table, 
and in a drawer beneath there was a pasteboard box 
containing one dozen unexposed photographic plates. 

It so happened that some keys were lying on the 
table, just above the drawer. When an attempt was 
afterward made to use the plates for photographic 
purposes, they were found to be “fogged,” but on each 


one of them was a fairly clear imprint of the bunch 


of keys.

OMESTEAD ENTRYMEN under the National 
4 Reclamation Act will be greatly encouraged by 
the modification recently made by the Secretary 
of the Interior in regard to proving up title to claims. 
Under the late rule an entryman may relinquish a part 
of his arm unit and have the payments made upon the 
relinqu‘shed part credited to the charges on the part 
retained. The engineer of the project must however 
be assured that the amendment in question can be 
allowed without jeopardizing the government's interest 
in the ecreage relinquished, he being the judge of the 
facts. 
The land-hungry peopie who first make entry upon 
these public irrigation projects usually take more land 
than they can properly handle. Accastomed, some of 
them, to plain farming under nature's method of water- 
ing, and unacquainted with the conditions under which 
they must work, these individvals have suffered both | 
from ioo much land and too light a bank account. 
Happily the units subject to entry were fixed at one-half 
the ecreage originally urged by the prominent farmers 
and business men connected with each enterprise, as 
the homesteaders find thatthe 80 acres allowed is often 


„ more than the individual can handle, This ruling is 


rega led as one of the most important ever made. and 
it will soon cause the development of ranches in in- 
tensive cultivation, which is the great object sought by 
the national plan. Not only will it relleve the finan- 
cial condition of a large number of entrymen, but it 
will cause the subdivision of a great acreage and the 
consequent opportunity for a larger number of farmers.

The Deciduous Fruit Lead e. — | 
1 NTENDING to do for the deciduous fruit busin 
what the elder league is doing for the citrus fruit 
business, though in a much smaller degree, the Decid- 
uous Fruit League of California is being organized.

it is not such an easy task to place a public move- 
ment-like this on its feet in the North. Here the grow- 
ers as a whole are unorganized and unaccustomed to 
acting together. When the Citrus League was first 
attempted in the South, the Exchange was ready with 
the bulk of the funds necessary to finance the organi- 
zation. A large number of others outside the Exchange 
conti'huted and soon the Citrus League was in the 
field equipped for business. It started, and has 80 
continned, I believe, without bylaws or rules govern- 
ing it, yet it has proved a great success. 

The northern organization could not draw upon 
another organization for its chief support. But a score 


of enterprising shippers and growers are subscribing 


the necessary funds for the first year’s work and the 
league is now sure of organization. While these vol- 
untary subscriptions ranging from $50 to $500 each 
were coming in, the organizers have been preparing 
for 1913 vpon an acreage basis. Growers will con- 
tract to pay 10 cents per acre upon their bearing trees 


and vines, and in addition the shippers will contribute | 


upon a carload basis. Some of the heavy shippers 
are also growers and one of them has signed in sup 
port on both his acreage and carload shipments. | 
The new league has already established an office in 
Sacramento, where data are being collected, circulars 
formulated and correspondence maintained looking to 
the completion of the plan. I think the interest and 
approval of the new movement is as nearly universal 
as upon any subject I have yet seen. The league will 
co-operate with the older league in all matters of com- 
mon interest, and its promoters hope within a few 
years to attain to some measure of importance and 
responsibility in the work that should be done for

The Smelting Nuisance. 3 


FX NE of the large smelters operating in or near a 


horticultural district in the Sacramento Valley has 
closed its furnaces and retired from the field. It has 
been stated on one side that the ores had ceased to be 
profitable, and on the other that the fear of further 
molestation by the farmers had determined the aban- 
donment of the mining enterprise. One of these smel- 
ters has installed an expensive apparatus for arresting 
the sulphur dioxide formed in smelting the ores, but its 
efficacy in preventing the destruction of plant life seems 
to have become a question for continued legislation 
after a thorough trial. 
Some of the smelters are now converting their smoke 


into an article of commerce sulphurie acid—which is

Ranch Help Coming. 

HAVE a letter stating that a philanthropic English- 

man now in San Francisco is planning to transport 
about 1200 men, women and children from the island 
of St. Helena to California. The gentleman has jour 
neyed from his home in Middlesex to look for a place 
where his countrymen can find employment in rural 
communities. The people of St. Helena are in poor 
Straits, the letter says, and are obliged to look else- 
where for a livelihood. In this effort Mr. Mosely is 
joining and when he returns to England he says he 
will charter a ship and bring the colonists to Califor 
nia, around the Horn. 

Mr. Bosely states that these proposed colonists speak 
only English, are directly of English descent and mem- 
bers of the established church. They do not come as 
land seekers, but as farm laborers, hoping to locate 
in @ central fruit district wherer they can get steady 
employment in the orchards. This is certainly a new 
proposition. coming from an English-speaking people.

Harvesting Peanuts. 

E RECENTLY had a request for information as 

to harvesting peanuts. We have asked Roy K. 
Bishop, Horticultural Commissioner of Orange county, 
for this information, and he gives us the following 
general practice of peanut growers in the biggest 
peanut growing section of the State: a 

When the peanuts are ripe, generally in October, they 
are cut by means of a knife running under the ground 
from five to six inches. The knife is made on the 
principle of a weed cutter just wide enough to cut one 
row of peanut vines at a time, and is used to cut the 
tap root of vines. 

After cutting, the plants are raised and the dirt 
shaken off with an ordinary pitchfork and left to dry 
without tcrnirng over. This will take from seven to 
ten days according to weather conditions. After this 
operation the vines are pitched together into piles as 
hay is cocked up. , 

They are left in piles for a few days for further 
drying. The peanuts are then picked from the vines 
by hand and placed in sacks. If they have not dried 
enough it will be necessary to spread them on trays 
for a time. However this is seldom required in Southern 
California climate. 

After picking they should be cleaned by rolling in a 
large drum and then run through a fanning mill to take 
out the light ones. If during the harvest it should rain 


sible, under cover, as the rain will cause them to mil- 
dew, which will spoil their appearance. In ease 
crop can not be covered it should be turned over 
as to dry it out as fast as possible. 

The price for picking is from 30 cents to 35 cents 
per grain sack and such a sack will hold from forty to 
forty-five pounds—([Cultivator.

Indeed, we are almost inclined to the opinion 
that no breeder can reach the highest success with 
two distinct breeds. To produce only top notchers in 
one breed is quite enough to tax the best brain and 
brawn of any one skill in the breeding pen. “Whatever 
I have tried to do in my life,” said Charles Dickens, “I 
have tried with all my heart to do well. What I have 
devoted myself to, I have devoted myself to com- 
pletely”—certainly one of the unerring rules to a suc- 
cessful career in any vocation. The one prudence in 
life is concentration, its one evil is dissipation of ener- 
gies. In poultry culture in its logical sequences and 
for maximum results, we say stick to one breed and 
‘variety, be it Brown Leghorns or White Rocks, Buff 
Orpingtons or Silver Campines, and especially if you 
are “in it” for the fancy and scientific breeding. And 
by all means let that breed and variety be the one 
that appeals most strongly to your sense of the beau- 
tiful, for, assuredly, any of the standard breeds for egg 
or meat productions will prove good in the hands of 
good breeders. 

Educating the Beginner. 


The Los Angeles Young Men’s Christian Association 
is to be commended for adding a course in practical 
poultry culture to its curriculum which is sufficiently 
comprehensive to afford the novice a basis for suc- 
cessfully operating along intelligent lines.

This judgment was re- 
versed by the Court of Appeal on the ground that 
Walker, not having consented to and haying in fact 
complained of the use of his field as a thoroughfare, 
owed no legal duty to refrain from keeping the horse 
in the field, or to take precaution for the protection of 
persons passing to and fro. An attempt by Walker to 
bring the horse into court on a subpoena duces tecum 
and file him with the clerk as defendant’s exhibit A, 
failed, because, when the officer attempted to serve the 
subpoena, the witness with horsetile equineimity, said 
“Neigh!” 

The House of Lords reversed the decision of the 
Court of Appeal and restored the jud¢ment of the trial 
court, holding that Walker had been guilty of negli- 
gence in not giving notice of the presence of a vicious 
animal in the field. Walker claimed that the horse 
himself gave due and timely notice of his viciousness, 
but the record did not show it, and Walker was obliged 
to pay £100.

OMES now that long-winded Victorian, William de 
Morgan, with a story which he confesses is a conces- 
sion to his critics. Mr. de Morgan was the last man in 
the world whom we would suspect of such a compro- 
mise. For whether we like his literary marathons, or
